Then 
there wasn’t such a thing as pub- 
licity. The Trib was so straight- | 
laced that the only time a car 
could be mentioned by name in 
the automobile show number was | 
in the list of exhibitors and in the 
story telling of the changes each 
company had made. 

In those days the automobile | 
show section was handled by the 
Sunday editor. In 1910 he was 
Burns Mantle, now one of the 
most prominent theatrical critics 
in New York. With such restric- 
tions this humble worm had to fill | 
from thirty-five to forty columns 
in this issue of 1910—everything 
written by himself and stuff furn- 
ished by the automobile manufac- 
turers strictly taboo. 

I’m not throwing any bouquets 
at myself, yet when I check up on 
the difference between 1910 and 
the present day in preparing a| 
show section for a daily news- 
paper, with most of the material 
furnished by the publicity men, I 
cannot help but feel that we of the 
old school really had to do some 
writing.

Detroit, Dec. 1—The Hupp Mo- 
tor Car Corp. has announced its 
first 1934 models at materially 
lower prices. The Hupmobile list 
price range now starts at $795 for 
the 421-A four-door sedan on 121- 
inch wheelbase; other’ sedan 
prices are $895 for the 421 series, 
$1045 for the 422 (122-inch wheel- 
base) and $1145 for the 426 (126- 
inch wheelbase). These new 
prices are $100 to $300 less than 
for the 1933 models, and corre- 
sponding reductions have been 
made in prices of the Victoria, 
coupe, and cabriolet roadster 
types. 

The Hupmobile announcement 
emphasizes that these cars are 
equipped with exclusive mechan- 
ical features designed to prevent 
shimmy and other front-end 
trouble. Wheel tramp is elimi- 
nated by the chassis torsional 
stabilizer, a triangular system of 
steel tubes above and around the 
engine, which ties together body, 
frame, and front-end. The com- 
fort of rear seat passengers is 
protected by the Hupp sidesway | 
eliminator, which prevents side- | 
sway and permits turns to be| 
taken at high speed without side 
role. | 

Hupmobile distributors have 
been demonstrating the efficiency 
of these devices by placing a 
four-inch block beneath one of 
the front wheels, to point out the 
fact that the body maintains its 
vertical position.

New Process 
To Cut Time 
Of Annealing 


Annealing of malleable iron, used 
in automobile brake pedals and 
other parts, 
from a six-day process to two 
days, the University of Michigan 
engineering research department 
has announced. The process, it is 
estimated, will result in a sub- 
stantial savings to industries do- 
ing a normal annual business of 
$100,000,000. 

In the regular process, iron 
parts are stacked in a furnace 
and packed with inert material 
to keep the oxygen in the fire 
from scaling the iron. The pack- 
ing, heating, cooling and un- 
packed require a week or more. 
The new process eliminates the 
packing by heating in gas fur- 
naces, controlled to eliminate the 
oxygen.

State legislatures, who always 
have had the largest cut on mo- 
tor vehicle revenues—and rightly 
—never have become reconciled 
to the invasion of this fiscal do- 
main by the Federal Government. 
With the national treasury now 
collecting approximately 20 per 
cent of the revenue derived from 
motor vehicle ownership and use, 
they are less reconciled to the 
situation than ever. Times are 
hard for political as well as pri- 
vate purses and the motorist’s tax 
dollar never looked larger to the 
State than it would today if the 
Federal Government were not 
taking 20 cents out of it for pur- 
poses that are fur less local than 
the State official believes justified. 


Those motoring and motorist 
interests who appear before the 
Federal Congress in behalf of 
relief from excise and gasoline 
taxes within the next few weeks, 
accordingly, can count upon the 
support of State agencies through- 
out the country in an effort to 
eliminate the national hand from 
the purse of the motor vehicle 
owner. Several State legislatures 
already have gone officially on 
record in opposition to a con- 
tinuance of this practice, among 
them those of Oklahoma, New 
Jersey and Massachusetts. The 
number will be increased when 
others, in the travail of trying to 
find new or more profitable 
sources of revenue in special ses- 
sions within the next few months, 
realize that the Federal asses- 
ment of some $250,000,000 a year 
eliminates motordom from the 
prospect list.

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Carbon Monoxide Deaths 


HE coming of cold weather will soon be reflected in the 

newspapers through the appearance in the automobile 
pages of the annual cautionary notices telling motorists 
to beware of carbon monoxide poisoning. It is sad to have 
to predict that, at the same time, in the news columns of 
the papers, will begin the annual series of stories relating 
the deaths of drivers who shut themselves up in their 
garages without shutting off their engines. 

This toll of death occurs regularly every winter. Seem- 
ingly, nothing can be done to stop it. The motor car 
manufacturers print prominently displayed warnings in 
their instruction books, the newspapers and motor club 
magazines print and reprint similar warnings; but the 
deaths continue. Everyone knows that the instruction 
book is read by but few drivers; apparently, the persons 
who asphyxiate themselves in their garages don’t read 
newspapers, either. 

How, then are these deaths to be prevented? We have 
one suggestion that, if carried out, would help. Here it is: 

Wherever it is necessary for a motorist to pass an 
examination in order to obtain a license to drive, the 
authorities should test his knowledge of the dangers 
of carbon monoxide, just as surely as they test his 
ability to distinguish red from green. In other words, 
the authorities should make sure that the driver will 
not kill himself by carelessness while they are trying 
to assure themselves that he will not kill others by 
faulty driving. 

No matter what is done, however, there will always be 
deaths from garage gas. Humans have been unable to 
learn not to shoot themselves with ‘“didn’t-know-it-was- 
loaded” guns, not to look for gas leaks with lighted 
matches, not to rock the boat at the picnic; it is too much 
to expect that they will ever learn to avoid death by car- 
bon monoxide in garages.

? IS an advertising axiom that copy, to be successful, 
must appeal to the fundamental instincts and desires of 
the human race. Automobile advertising copy is no ex- 
ception, and the advertisements of the various makes of 
cars differ only in so far as the means by which they offer 
to gratify these human desires are different. 


In Automotive Daily News of last Wednesday, we re- 
printed the “claims” set up for the Duryea horseless car- 
riage of 1895. The illustration in the original looks comi- 
cal today; the style of the text was stilted and naive. Yet 
analysis of these claims shows that, thirty-eight years 
ago, Duryea was offering the public virtually everything 
that the car of today can offer. 


Among the Duryea claims one finds beauty, silence, 
comfort, ease of operation, flexibility, reliability, reserve 
power, economy, positive brakes, sure cooling and lubri- 
cation, quick starting, absence of steering lever jerks, 
safety, and speed. 

Automobile advertising of today offers the same quali- 
ties and advantages; the difference between the modern 
car and the early American model of Duryea is only rela- 
tive. And it appears as if Duryea, besides being the 
“father of the American gasoline motor car,” might also 
be called the father of automobile advertising copy.

Frazer, Back 
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from Europe, 


Looks to U.S. 


for Progress 


Toward Ideal Automobiles 


Detroit, Dec. 1—“America will 
have to look to her own engineers 
and designers for the funda- 
mental improvements that will 
produce the kind of ride motorists 
have a right to expect,” declares 
Joseph W. Frazer, general sales 
manager of the Chrysler Sales 
Corp., on his return from Europe, 
where he visited the Paris motor 
salon and the Olympia automobile 
show at London. 

“There is no question in my 
mind,” said Mr. Fraser, “that there 
must be redistribution of weight 
before we produce the ideal mo- 
tor car. 


Streamlined for Economy 

“Although the European design- 
ers have neglected to get to the 
roots of the problem, they are 
entitled to credit for excellent 
progress in stream-lining on cus- 
tom-made bodies. With fuel costs 
and taxes high, the European 
motorist is even more vitally con- 
cerned with economy than is his 
American cousin. Undoubtedly 
the stream-lining that now is 
found on the higher priced cars, 
decided upon in the interests of 
better performance rather than of 
economy, will soon find its way 
to the production cars. 

“The newer trains and boats 
have definitely adopted stream- 
lining as a great step in increased 
speed at decreased cost. Engineers 
have come to realize that it costs 
a lot of money to push the atmos- 
phere in front of you and drag 
it behind you. The public no 
longer has to be sold on this idea, 
but will soon be demanding in 
private transportation the same 
economies that mean dividends 
for common carriers. 

“In line with this thought it is 
interesting to note that the de- 
signers of trucks and buses, ve- 
hicles that are supposed to make 
money for their owners, have done 
more in the way of a revised 
weight distribution than have the 
designers of private motor cars. 
However, that is the history of 
industry—the fellow who has to 
make a profit is the most recep- 
tive to any idea that will result 
in economies. 


Seat Location Wrong 

“European passenger car de- 
signers stick to the idea that the 
hood must be so long that the 
driver sits behind the center of 
the frame. The result is that 
they have not succeeded in get- 
ting the kind of back-seat ride 
that the public knows it ought 
to have and some day will insist 
on, Engineers eventually are go- 
ing to put those seats in the right 
place. 

“One problem that the Euro- 
peans are attacking with some 
success is independent spring 
suspension. There are several 
types of this design that definitely 
contribute to the comfort of the 
passengers, but none overcomes 
all the difficulties. It is up to 
the American designers to take 
up where they have left off 
abroad, and follow this thing to a 
completely satisfactory conclu- 
sion. 

Larger Cars for Europe 

“Eventually the small car, 
which has been forced on the 
European motorist because of the 
taxation system, will be replaced 
by the low-priced full-sized cars 
so popular in the American mar- 
ket. The European doesn’t like 
the little cars any better than the 
American does, but with taxes 
based on cylinder bore, he has 
been unable to afford larger ve- 
hicles. There is a sharp agitation 
against this system of taxing mo- 
tor vehicles, however, and I am 
told that it will soon be changed 
in many countries. Then the 
small car will be a thing of the 
past.” 

Summing up the impressions 
of the new European cars, Mr. 
Frazer said. 

“I was prepared for much more 
startling changes in design and 
engineering than I saw either in 


Paris or London. Giving our 
foreign friends credit for definite 
advances in some directions, par- 
ticularly stream-lining and inde- 
pendent spring suspension, I still 
believe that some of the new cars 
to be shown by American design- 
ers at the New York show will 
be far ahead of anything abroad.” 


Budd Co. Denies 
Further Trouble 


Philadelphia, Dec. 1. — Officials 
of the Edward G. Budd Mfg. Co. 
have denied reports that 1,100 
machinists had joined the strike 
ot the Automobile Workers’ Union. 
Leaders of the Union said that a 
large number of machinists had 
joined the strike at the Budd plant 
in sympathy with the other work- 
ers who were called out more than 
a week ago, demanding union 
recognition and higher wages. 

The strike of the machinists, 
said by Budd officials to be “only 
a handful,” is said to have been 
called after a meeting on Nov. 26, 
at the Broadwood Hotel, where 
Lewis G. Hines, organizer for the 
American Federation of Labor, 
was a speaker. 

The machinists and the automo- 
bile workers are affiliated with the 
Federation. Members of the Phil- 
adelphia Division of the National 
Labor Board have been trying to 
end the strike.

Trouble Looms

License Costs 


Frankfort, Dec. 1. — Lower 
automobile license tag costs in 
Kentucky are anticipated as a 
result of proposal made by Gov. 
Ruby Laffoon, of Kentucky, on 
Nov. 24, that licenses be reduced 
to aid the poor man, who he con- 
tends is paying too much for his 
license tags, considering the 6% 
cents per gallon gas tax. 

The governor announced that 
no penalty would go on automo- 
bile owners for not securing their 
tags by Jan. 1, and that time for 
securing tags had been extended 
to Feb. 1. This was done in order 
to permit the Legislature, which 
meets in January, to enact legis- 
lation reducing tag cost. 

This movement is likely to be 
hard fought on the part of the 
State Highway Commission, which 
wants all available funds for road 


construction and maintenance.

Washington, Dec. 1.—‘“Revolu- 
tionary” is a word that often has 
been applied to the automobile 
industry. Patently, the industry 
has wrought the most radical of 
revolutions in the history of 
transportation. It has enabled 
man, individually, to triumph 
over the barrier of space as has 
no other agency that appeared in 
the long centuries before the 
motor vehicle. 

All of which is briefly prefatory 
to a consideration of the circum- 
stance that the industry itself has 
just recently been revolutionized 
as to its operating methods. It is 
a coded industry today—as are all 
others—and it functions with a 
new partner, the public, partici- 
pating in the councils of its ex- 
ecutive leadership. 


Private New Deal 

In this aspect, the new social 
deal, which was born of the de- 
pression and the mandate it con- 
ferred upon the nation’s chief 
executive, has not wrought so 
strangely in the automotive in- 
dustry as in many others. By 
implication, the public always has 
been a partner in motor vehicle 
manufacturing enterprise. Actu- 
ally, the economic philosophy 
which is the foundation of the 
new deal—a better distribution of 
wealth— always has been the 
guiding principle of the motor 
manufacturers. The character of 
their enterprise necessitated their 
faith in high wages and universal 
employment. So, to them, the 
new deal was not a strange and 
alien conception in _ principle, 
whatever their uncertainty as to 
its practices. 

All of the larger elements that 
comprise the far-flung industry 
already are operating under codes 
of fair competition which com- 
prise the keystone in the edifice 
of national industrial recovery. 

First of those coded, logically, 
was the manufacturing industry. 
the automobile retailers. Next in

line were the parts and equip- 
ment manufacturers. These three 
groups take care of the vast ma- 
jority of the units which com- 
prise the automotive industry, but 
a number of auxiliaries great and 
small, already are under the ban- 
ner or about to be brought 
under it. 


Greatest of this group, of course, | 


is the gigantic petroleum indus- 
try which sells 85 per cent of its 
product to that market created by 
the automobile. The next few 
weeks see the vast rubber tire 
industry brought within the 
framework of a code of fair com- 
petition upon which public hear- 
ing already has been held and 
which now is being shaped for 
final approval by NRA officials 
and manufacturers. 

Months have gone into the de- 
velopment of a code for the 
mammoth highway transporta- 
tion, or truck, industry; months 
of unremitting effort to codify 
the enormously complex and di- 
verse structure of this enterprise 
which, in the past, has defied 
anything resembling understand- 
ing or definition. The task is in- 
complete, but public hearing has 
been held on a proposed code and 
final action within the next few 
weeks is to be expected. 


Lots of Hard Work 

other commercial car 
group—the motor bus operating 
industry—has been functioning 
for a month under a code that 
calls for an intelligent, non-com- 
petitive rate structure and termi- 
nates a number of practices that, 
for years, have had a crippling 
effect upon the total enterprise. 

The electric storage battery in- 
dustry, whose leaders _ insisted 
they were more definitely allied 
with the automotive than the 
electrical industry, has been oper- 
ating for two months under an 
approved agreement with a full 
sweep over the field of its trade 
practices.

maintenance industry. All have 
been or are scheduled for early 
approval. 

So does.the industry, together 
with its patrons, find an entirely 
new deal operative in_ their 
affairs. 

Their Just Reward 
All of these codes have had for 





of minimum wages and the reduc- 
tion of the working week with 
the objective of permitting each 
segment of the industry to take 
up the slack of its own employ- 
ment; in other words, to put men 
and women back to work. Neces- 
sarily, they have increased costs 
but these increases so far have 
not been passed along to the 
public. They will be because 
they must be since the new deal 
which envisions higher prices as 
well as higher wages cannot 
otherwise operate. 

Many strange and_ striking 
revelations with reference to the 
industry have been the by-prod- 
ucts of the process of coding its 





operations under the new deal. 

For one, when the motor manu- 
facturers’ code was presented, it 
contained no mention of fair 
trade practices, for the industry, 
standing alone in this respect 
among the great industrial enter- 
prises, demonstrated it had no 
evil practices with which to deal. 
It was strictly an hour and wage 
agreement and its most spectacu- 
lar feature was the merit clause 
with reference to the selection, 
retention and advancement of 
employes without regard to their 
affiliation or non-affiliation with 
any employe organization. This 
special concession was granted to 
the motor manufacturers alone, 
an implication that the adminis- 
tration ratified the philosophy of 
employment which has prevailed 
in the industry for years. 


In the provisions of the auto- 
mobile dealers’ code, the high- 
light is to be found in that sec- 
tion which permits the healing of 
one of the sorest spots in the 
automotive trade in the past ten 
years—the merchandising of used 
cars. 

The destructive system of bar- 
ter and bargaining which has 
operated to the distress of the 
automobile retailer on an appal- 
ing scale is eliminated through 
the setting up of a standard list 
of prices to be paid for vehicles 
traded on new ones. It is hence- 


forth an unfair trade practice for 
a dealer to depart from the fixed 
price schedule, a heavily punish- 
able practice, and in that circum- 
stance there is seen one of the 
greatest profits to the industry 
from the new deal. 

Keen co-operation has replaced 
deadly competition as the new 
partner in the industry calls for 
a united attack upon the forces 
that brought and prolonged the 
depression which reduced the 


motor industry to a skeleton of 
its former gigantic self. 


Railway Express Will 


Launch “Ad” Campaign 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 1.—An 
extensive advertising campaign 
will be launched in the near fu- 
ture as a part of the Railway 
Express Agency’s “new deal” for 
revival of express transportation,

The campaign will include 70 
trade publications, 80 college pub- 
lications, a national magazine 
and 190 newspapers throughout 
the United States, he said. A 
dinner in observance of _ the 
ninety-fourth anniversary of the 
founding of the express business 
preceded the discussions on busi- 
ness improvement.

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Surveys of Forecasted Legislation 
Prophesy Increased Road Levies 


Washington, Dec. 1.-— Assert- | 
ing that “all highway users must 
be constantly on the _ alert,” 
Major Roy F. Britton, director of 
the National Highway Users’ Con- 
ference, has announced the re- 
sults of a survey of forecasted 
action by special session of State 
legislatures. These sessions, it is 
pointed out, “look bad for high- 
way users,” the prospects being 
that attempts will be made to 
levy additional motor taxes and to 
bring about further diversions of 
highway funds. 

Addressing the Delaware As- 
sembly, convened on Oct. 18 for 
the third time within a year, Gov- 
ernor Buck comments upon the 
inadequacy of present State fi- 
nances; suggests borrowing for 
an unemployment relief construc- 
tion program; and calls atten- 
tion to the fact that $2,500,000 
may be available in the State 
highway fund. Without suggest- 
ing diversion or additional taxa- 
tion, the Governor in a recent 
special message asks “upon what 
is a tax to be levied, and the 
amount”? 

In Maine, a special session is | 
called for Dec. 4 to take up the | 
question of State finances, among | 
other things, and on the same | 
date legislators in Wyoming will 
meet in special session to con- | 
sider tax questions. The Gov-| 
ernor of Kansas says in his mes- | 
sage that “if funds are to be| 
made available for emergency | 
relief without levying additional | 
taxes or issuing bonds, which | 
would be a burden against prop-| 
erty, gasoline and motor ve-| 
hicle fees must be used. The 





| voiced his objection, 
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Governor recommends issuance of 


| $2,200,000 in bonds by the counties 


to be amortized out of highway 
funds. The money would be 
available in the counties to be 
used on streets and roads _ in 
matching Federal relief funds. 

In the Governor’s message ad- 
dressed to the Iowa State legisla- 
ture, which convened in special 
session Nov. 6, mention was 
made of a survey by a committee 
to provide means of shifting the 
burden of taxation from property 
and raising necessary funds by 
other means. Information is not 
yet available as to whether the 
committee’s survey and _ report 
favor additional motor taxes or 
diversion. 

Methods of raising relief funds 
will be considered by the Montana 
special session, which convened 
Nov. 27. Proposals have been 
made in Missouri looking toward 
the amendment of the constitu- 
tional provision limiting the State 
gas tax to two cents a gallon. 
However, the National Highway 
Users’ Conference points out that 
public opinion in Missouri has 
been mobilized strongly against 
these and other detrimental pro- 
posals, and that the Governor has 
in a special 
message, to any diversion of high- 
way funds. 

A State bond issue to finance 
a building program is proposed 
by the Governor’s call in Michi- 
gan, while in Pennsylvania con- 
sideration will be given to such 
questions as appropriations for 
unemployment relief, old age as- 
sistance, unemployment _insur- 
ance, and truck restrictions on 


highways. The likelihood is 
strong that further motor vehicle 
imposts will come before the 
legislators in these States. 

Excerpts show clearly the pur- 
poses of the West Virginia special 
session, convened Nov. 21, and 
their significance to all highway 
users; namely, “to provide and 
appropriate additional revenue for 
temporary supplemental aid and 
unemployment relief***to enact 
legislation for relief of munici- 
palities by***authorizing the trans- 
fer of funds levied for special 
purposes to general purposes,” 
and “providing additional sources 
of revenue including business 
license and registration fees for 
motor vehicles owned in munici- 
palities;***to provide and appro- 
priate funds to match Federal 
grants in aid.” 


“Undoubtedly,” comments Mr. 
Britton, “many other special ses- 
sions will be convened in the near 
future. The foregoing comments | 
as to stated purposes of those al- 
ready called indicate that all 
groups of highway users must 
be constantly on the alert. The 
gas tax is the obvious target for 
those seeking additional quick 
and ‘painless’ revenue. The high- 
way funds in many cases are the 
only funds immediately available 
for use in unemployment relief 
Only a very determined opposi- 
tion on the part of all available 
groups of highway users will pre- 
vent wholesale diversions of such 
funds. All available groups in 
every State should be informed 
and urged to educate their mem- 
bership on this important matter | 
at once.”

New York, Dec. 1.—With auto- 
mobile production at the lowest 
point of the year, the listed se- 
curities of the industry advanced 
25 per cent in November over the 
final quotations for October. 
This rising price trend in the 
face of declining operations re- 
flected confidence of financial 
circles in the immediate future of 
the motor car business. 


Close to half a billion dollars 
was added to the market valua- 
tion of automotive common stocks 
in November. The valuation of 
the 24 representative issues used 
in the Automotive Daily News 
stock price averages had in- 
creased to $2,113,903,000 on Nov. 
29, the last trading day of the 
month, from $1,687,855,000 on Oct. 
31, an increase of 25 per cent. 


Average Price Gains 4.77 


The weighted price average for 
24 motor stocks closed the month 
at 23.36, a gain of 4.7 points over 
the 18.65 at which it stood on 
Oct. 31. 

How the financial world feels 
about the automobile industry is 
reflected in the following tribute 
paid this week by Harris, Upham 
& Co., members of the New York 
Stock Exchange: 

“There is one American indus- 
try which has handled itself dur- 
ing the depression with great 
poise and acumen. It appears to 
us that this industry, or at least 
the larger factors in it, have 
ahead of them in coming months 
a satisfactory volume of profit- 
able business. Reference is made 
to the motor industry.”

Chrysler lost 2% points 
on Monday, and General Motors 
fell off 1% points. Mack Trucks, 
Inc., closed for a net loss of 1% 
points and Nash dropped a point. 
The accessory and parts shares 
also were week, as were the tire 
and rubber company securities. 


Bonds Go Up 

An encouraging factor, how- 
ever, was the strength in bonds, 
with the few automobile company 
issues registering gains. Bonds 
of the tire and rubber companies, 
for instance, were rising as their 
stocks were falling. This, of 
course, was in reflection of the 
renewed strength at that time 
of the dollar.
